Five civilian riflemen fired the 


fatal volley through loopholes cut 
in a wooden door across the nar- 
row yard from where Green, his 
head hooded in black and a paper 
target pinned over his heart, sat 
strapped in a chair against a wall. 


One of the five marksmen fired 


a blank cartridge, which of the 
five it was, together with identity 
of the

received $25 each for their part in 
the execution, never will be known 
to more than a handful of officials 
and 
the firing squad members 


themselves.

DEBATE OF PLAN 


APPOINTMENT OF JUD« 


Much Power Offered to Gover- 
nor Under Proposal; Amend- 


ment is Advised 


COLUMBUS, July 10.—(UP) — 


The Ohio State Bar association, in 
convention here, was on record to- 
day in favor of a constitutional 
amendment providing for appoint- 
ment, instead of popular election, 
of judges of the 
Ohio Supreme 


court and Court of Appeals. 


The proposal was endorsed by a 


vote of 209 to 72 late yesterday, 
alter nearly three hours of agri- 
monious debate, in which advo- 
cates maintained the plan would 
insure more able judges, while 
opponents charged it would re- 
trict the liberty of the people. 


Under the proposed amendment, 


the governor would appoint judges 
to the supreme and appellate 
benches from lists of nominees 
submitted by a judicial council. 
Appointments would be subject to 
confirmation by the senate- 


For each vacancy the 
council 


would offer three to five nomina- 
tions. 


Provision was inserted in the 


amendment to enable incumbents 
to run for re-election even if not 
reappointed by the governor. 
In 


such a case the incumbent judge, 
if not reappointed, would be allow- 
ed to run against the governor's 
appointee. 


Judges would have life terms, 


except that each one every six 
years would have to "run against 
his record" on a ballot carrying 
the question: "Shall this, judge be 
retained in office?" If the people 
vote him out of office, the vacancy 
then would be filled in the pre- 
scribed manner by appointment. 


While the proposed amendment 


is mandatory with respect only 
to the two highest courts, it pro- 
vides that the voters of any county 
or city may decide to apply it to 
their common pleas or municipal 
courts, respectively.

( would make nominations to the 
governor, would be composed of 
the chief justice of the supreme 
court; one judge each from

appellate, common pleas, municipa 
and probate courts,

Certified milk is raw milk, or nat- 


ural milk, untreated tn any way ex- 
cept that the board of health, or 
some other competent body, cert 1 flea 
that it !s produced from a healthy 
herd, under clean and sanitary con- 
ditions. 


Pasteurized milk Is, In most com- 


munities, certified milk that has .also 


been subjected to a heat of about 14« 
degrees Fahrenheit for 30 minutes, 
and then cooled to 60 degrees Fahr- 
enheit until delivered. This heat la 
sufficient to kill most dangerous bac- 
teria. Most physicians believe that 
the pasteurization does no harm to 
certified milk, and is an important 
added factor of safety. 


In many communities there i» 


Grade "A" pasteurized and Grade "B" 
pasteurized certified milk. 


A special grade of milk obtainable 


In many communities Is vitamin D 
milk. Sometimes this is produced by 
feeding Irradiated ytast to cows, 
which results in the enrichment of 
the milk In vitamin D. the factor 
which prevents rickets. An equally 
efficacious method of producing vita- 
min D milk is to Irradiate the fluid 
milk by a brief exposure of a thin 
film of pasteurized milk to ultraviolet 
rays In a suitable lamp. 


Evaporated, powdered and con. 


milk are subjected to heat 


during the manufacturing process 
and so are safe.
